W hether the large or small cow is the 
most profitable on small farms is a dis­ 
puted question. 
For our part we like a 
good cow, w hether she is large or small, 
and are better suited by quality than size. 
The large animal consumes more and 
should yield an increase of milk and but­ 
ter to conijiensate for the extra feed. 
We 
saw, not long since, a statem ent in which 
the extra cost and possible profit and loss 
were very nicely calculated, and the bal­ 
ance seemed to l>e in favor of the smaller 
cow. 
W e do not believe there is much 
ditierenee in profit yielded, by an individ­ 
ual cow of either class, if they are good 
specimens of their kind. 
We believe good 
keep makes the profit in all eases, be tlie 
breed what it may. 
It requires a certain 
amount of feed to sustain life and keep up 
animal w aste; whatever additional proper 
nutritious food is supplied will, in a good 
cow, go into profit in milk and butter. 
The advocates of tlie large cow urge that 
there is an increased value in such stock 
when it comes to the butcher ; but this is 
not of much consequence, for such beef 
does not have a high market value. 
Se­ 
lect whatever kind we may for the dairv, 
if we consult our profit we must look for 
the one that makes the best return for her 
k eep; all other considerations of size and 
weight are only of minor importance. The 
best cow at the milk-pail will be the best 
breed for the owner.— Farm and Garden.

The political club formed now 
l>efore nominations are made, is likely to 
be an organization of stability, and vastly 
more useful and forceful than the ephem­ 
eral affairs “ whooped u p ” in the midst of 
n heated campaign.

formed now, can become an educator of 
public thought; it ¡can do great good in 
the field of debate, and cultivate good citi­ 
zenship by making men more intelligent 
upon political questions. The Commercial 
Gazette of Cincinnati, puts it thus: 
It is most desirable th at the work of organiza­ 
tion should goon. The Republicans have m uch 
to contend against. The adm inistration has, 
under the civil service reform rules, become a 
gr. at m achine. The ehangts pro;iosed in the 
Cabinet show th at the President lias become a 
m achine 
politician. 
Since the 
M aryland, 
M assachusetts and New York elections tfie last 
shreds of the drapery of the Mugwump rag 
baby have been scattered. The doll th at has 
been the subject of so m uch idolatory is a 
naked deform ity. The Democratic pariy has 
tho Solid South and the arm y of office-holders, 
and they will use every advantage w ithin their 
grasp w ithout a scruple. The Republicans have 
a great battle to tight, and it is essential that 
they shall organize. 
So it is, and why not in California now ? 
W hy not form clubs under the National 
League rules this winter and thus put the 
Republicans of California at once into di­ 
rect organized relations with the great 
National d u b formation of the East? 
If 
they want intelligence in politics and suc­ 
cess in the coming campaign, the Republi­ 
cans should 
organize these dubs 
for 
“ keeps” not merely for a season; dubs 
that will !>e forums for debate and ex­ 
change of views; that will learn to know 
and place the party forces, and through 
which the inactive and stay-at-home mem­ 
bers of the party can be reached and 
brought into active service. 
It is safe to 
say that Republican defeat is as often' 
chargable to lack of organization, and in­ 
activity of members who can lie made 
workers in the forefront, a-s fur any other 
reason. 
The Republican party in Cali­ 
fornia, by club organization as one means, 
can be pvut into the hands of the members 
of the party, and not left to the few to 
manage. 
T hat is what the new movement 
means in the East and it ought to have the 
same meaning here. 
The party should lie 
made to organize into tens, and fifties, and 
hundreds, with responsible officers over 
each and thorough understanding 
and 
communication between the grout is, and 
the National League. 
Thus every mem- 
lier could be reached and brought out into 
the open and made to do a man’s part for 
the party that is representative of the best 
there is in free government. 


REFORM IN EXECUTIONS. 


It is said the commission appointed by 
the State of Ne w York to inquire into and 
report upon the beat and least revolting 
method of executing criminals, will soon 
file its recommendation that hanging be 
abolished and that executions by electricity 
shall be substituted. 
There can be no 
question about the correctness of this 
judgm ent. 
Hanging i . a shockingly blun­ 
dering way of executing the condemned. 
Its etiect upon beholders is demoralizing, 
and upon readers of accounts of hangings 
is scarcely less so. 
But it is uot enough to 
reform in the method of executing; the 
prog:i 
t roposcd should not stop short of 
making o . 
:tions private, or of prohibit­ 
ing publications of extended and sensa­ 
tional accounts of them. 
The purpose 
should be to invest the extreme penalty of 
the law with dread, and extrem e privacy 
will contribute to that result. 
Publicity, 
l ew. , r: the opportunity to pose before a 
crow d; the ceremonial cf preparation, and 
the long-sustained nervous excitement due 
to sensational accounts preceding ’he exe­ 
cution, all tend to deaden public sensibility 
And to create a morbid teste. T he true

between 
him and the 
world, without depriving him of counsel, 
the m inistrations of the clttiroli or the vis­ 
itation* of bis family.

should be brief, and when the end conies q 
-should neither lie heralded nor made a 
spectacle, nor the subject of sensational­ 
ism. 
The executions in each State should 
l-e carried out at one place only, and only 
in th.- pres* 
i of ajiirv named by pro¡>er 
authority, an-. no other publication of them 
ought to lie iKTiuitted than the bare fact 
that the law’s penalty was duly visited 
upon the condemned. 
By seme such sys­ 
tem executions will be invested with ’.he 
dread and fiwfulnee* that should attach to 
them, be deprived u their present barba­ 
rous character, and criminals be no longer 
able to make the scaffold the platform 
upon which to 
pose 
with 
tragic cf' 
feet. 
It would be going too far tc adopt 
the French system under which neither 
the condemned nor his friends know the 
day or hour when the last act in the drama 
is to take place, but we might well adopt 
the French rule that the criminal’s body 
shall not lie delivered to his friends, over 
which tó enact dramatic 
ones, as was 
done in Chicago recently. 
We should at 
least go to the extent of making the exe­ 
cution --ss public, and the act of faking 
the criminal’s life less stim ulative of de­ 
praved tastes. 
As it is, a hanging in this 
country, often by unskilled executioners, 
is treated in such a manner as to shock the 
community and familiarize the public with 
it, and thus largely deprive it of its det-r- 
rent quality.

integrity in business. The ties of a happy 
home are the anchors of his soul, and the 
shield from liehind which he can battle 
with any foes the world can pit against 
him. 
This, as a ru le ; but the banker’s 
statem ent which we quote is harsh and un­ 
just. For it is true that men with the 
happiest homes, with the tendcrest love to 
stim ulate, and gentlest solicitude for their 
well being to sustain them, are every day 
found lacking that moral balance essential 
to honesty, and too weak to resist tem pta­ 
tion or speak the hardest of words, “ no." 
In fact, defalcations and thefts are fre­ 
quently noted where the dishonesty was 
practiced solely that the criminal might 
surround the loved ones of his home with 
greater comforts. So, too, there are thou­ 
sands of men whose homes are unhappy, 
who are made miserable every hour of 
their lives by jealousy, suspicion, distrust, 
complaining and unhelpfulness at home, 
who are as true to trusts imposed as is the 
law of gravitation in its operations. Of 
course he who is happy in his home life, 
who finds there all the wants of his affec­ 
tions satisfied, who loves home above all 
other places and things on earth, is the 
safer man. 
But to say that he whose af­ 
fections are starved at home should not 
therefore be trusted in business life, is to 
breathe a philosophy so stem that it would 
•lose the doors of hope, and c .ndemn some 
whose integrity is founded upon the rock 
of moral conviction, and whose honestv is 
made the more invulnerable by the assaults 
of temptation. 


N ew York is shamed by the action of 
the authorities of Alfred Centre. 
They 
have prosecuted and imprisoned a woman 
who demanded the right to cast a ballot 
at a local election, and whom the election 
officers [lermitted to vote. One of the bad 
features of the case is the fact that the 
women of the 
town 
who voted with 
her agreed to stand their share of the ex­ 
penses of her defense and appeal, but 
womanlike, they ran at the first fire and 
left one of their own to do battle alone. 
Had it been a man in trouble for them 
they would have rallied to the last one in 
in his aid, and have showered money, 
tears, flowers and sympathy upon him 
in l;is cell. 
But one of their own sex 
whom they urged to the front, they leave 
to get out the best she can. 
Indeed, it 
sometimes seems th at the lower, vile and 
more abhorrent Ls the male criminal, the 
more 
female 
sym pathy and 
favor is 
manifested in his behalf. 
Mrs. Barber 
has, therefore, resolved to suffer her im­ 
prisonment and take no appeal. 
But 
when she is set free, if she is a woman of 
any spirit, she will make it “ h o t" for 
those of her sex who proved their ingrati­ 
tude. 
It was a poor, pitiful piece of busi 
ness on the part of men to prosecuie Mrs. 
Barber, and insist upon her occupying a 
dungeon cell. 
She voted with a score of 
other women, under the advice of a law­ 
yer, and her ballot was received by the 
election officers. Surely this was not such 
an offense that it was needful to go beyond 
conviction. 
In her case sentence might 
well have been indefinitely suspended. 


It hits been reserved for Mr. Edward 
Dickenson to point out new objections to 
the President’s tariff policy.

As 
the St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
London Times put it, “ If these prepara­ 
tions are for war, they -ire ill-disguised ; if 
for peace, ill-devised." 
The Sultan knows 
perfectly well th at the Czar lias his ambi­ 
tions centered tqion a seat in Constantino­ 
ple, and that any movement of his great 
neighbor has the Besporus as its objective 
point. 
The demand now made by Russia 
upon Turkey for the payment of the in­ 
demnity arrearages, amounting to $3,750,­ 
000, coupled with the threat to take 
pledges in Asia M inor if the delinquency 
is not forthcoming, is made with the ex­ 
pectation of non-payment, and the pledge- 
taking stratagem will thus lie made to 
cover a movement of troops intended to he 
perm anent. 
Under the circumstances, the 
reported alarm of the Sultan may well be 
believed.

W’hen you mix music 
in the public schools with other studies, it 
is tor a display; it is a bubble that will not 
last. We have an excellent course of study 
now; it embraces quite enough, and i am 
opposed to adding music to it. 
The Board unanimously adopted his re­ 
port, and for a time at least we will hear no 
more about music being taught as a part of 
the course of study, and book rings that 
have been looking forward to Sacramento 
for a good harvest will have to look else­ 
where for large profits.

One o f the oldest towns in the State, and 
one 
thal 
has prospered 
the least, 
the town of Folsom, this county. 
Her 
people are a slow, easy-going set, who are 
satisfied with a mail six days in the week, 
when every other village in the State that 
has half its population has Uncle Sam do 
them postal service every day in the year, 
and some of them half a dozen times a day. 
Folsom is a queer town, and like all queer 
towns has a history. 
Folsom, however, 
is not a bad town. 
The people make 
the community, and those of Folsom are 
law-abiding and respectable. 
They have 
their churches, in which they 


bend t h e k n e e in r ev er en c e; 
Their 
school-houses, 
in which 
their 
children are given the rudiments of an 
education, and to offset these two, they 
have twice as many saloons and beer shops. 
It has a weekly paper, the Folsom Tele­ 
graph, which is supposed to issue on Satur­ 
day, but generally gets around, if at all, 
about “ next W ednesday,” owing to how 
the editor feels, who does all the writing, 
composiag and presswork himself, and is 
his own devil. 
It is a good paper, how­ 
ever, for it has a “continued story,” and if 
there is any one thing that goes to make 
up a good paper, it is a “continued story.” 
As before stated, Folsom is a sleepy town, 
and why is it? is a question often asked. 
There is no reason for it save only this 
that like all mining towns, when the first 
gold excitement was over, business de­ 
clined, people moved away, and a town 
once deserted, no m atter what the cause of 
desertion it is hard to again populate it, 
no m atter what its advantages may be. 
Folsom is a town ot some 1,200 inhabitants, 
situated in the midst of one of the 
FINEST AGRICULTURAL SECTIONS 
In the State. 
It is on a high bluff over­ 
looking the American river, has perfect 
sewerage, and her facilities for power for 
manufacturing purposes are unrivaled on 
the coast, and equal to any on the Merri- 
mac. Folsom is a sleepy town. 
W hy is 
it? Because the manufacturer seeks the 
city to make his wares, instead of the coun­ 
try. where he can do it more cheaply. To­ 
day the water running to waste by the 
doors of our Folsom neighbors has power 
to turn every manufacturing wheel in this 
State. The cost of power in San Francisco 
is millions of dollars annually. 
Here it 
runs to waste. The manufacturer who will 
thrive ; who will keep pace with the cheaper 
labor of the F a st; who will and can under­ 
sell all his competitors, will be the one that 
locates in the town of Folsom, and assists 
in turning that sleepy hamlet into a busy, 
thriving, hum m ing manufacturing town. 
Folsom was at onetim e the second town in 
the State, Sacramento always being first. 
It was of so much greater importance than 
San Francisco that 
THE FIRST RAILROAD 
Ever built in this State was to that then in­ 
teresting and im portant point. The road 
from Sacramento to Folsom was com­ 
menced in 1855, and completed February 
3, 1S56, when they had a little “ last spike 
business ” of their own. It is a new town, 
from the fact that it has just been rebuilt, 
having been almost totally destroyed by 
fire some two years ago. It had no brew­ 
ery, but the beer that started the young in­ 
cendiary on a “ toot ” was imported from 
this city. It got in its work just the same, 
however, and landed the young man be­ 
hind the prison bars at Folsom. He has 
no regrets over the matter. 
He says the 
insurance companies rebuilt the town in 
better shape than it was before he burned 
it, and he regards him self as a public bene­ 
factor. Some Folsom people are of the 
same opinion, and will some time in the 
sweet by and by ask for a pardon for the 
young incendiary. 
The main business street is well built, 
has a large num ber of brick blocks, elegant 
stores, hotels, and all that goes to make ud 
a good country town. Folsom is the best 
town in Sacramento county, has a greater 
population than any other, and no doubt 
will at some future time be the great m an­ 
ufacturing emporium of the Pacific coast, 
occupying as she does the position on a 
river bar.k where millions of horse power 
runs to waste daily, and which could be 
utilized without having to carry the water 
more than half a mile in canals.

The New 
HOUSEHOLD TREA SU RE 


S alt in th e G a rd e n . 
T hirty years’ successful use of salt upon 
all kinds of crops have proved its value to 
me. 
It should not be used on cold, heavy 
or moist soils, and if anyone does he will 
Ire disappointed in the result, as its tend­ 
ency is to keep the ground cool and moist. 
It will do such soil more harm than good. 
It should not be cast upon very young and 
tender plants of any kind, as it will !>e 
very sure to kill them. 
Judgm ent should 
he employed in using so strong an agent. 
I had a friend who heard me recommend 
salt on onion beds, when I strictly urged 
th at it should be dragged or worked in 
before the seed was sown ; but forgetting 
what 1 said, he did not salt until the 
onions were about two inches high, 'and it 
killed them a ll; but sowing another crop 
properly it turned out splendidly. 
Had 
lie waited until the tops were as big as a 
large pipestem he might have covered the 
ground tin inch deep and his onions would 
have done finely. Onions should be sown 
on the same ground year after year as 
they continue to improve. 
There are 
yards a hundred years old, and their yield 
would astonish the common grower. 
The 
tops when cut off should lie scattered over 
the ground (do not leave them in lumps,) 
as they make the best food for the grow­ 
ing onions ; then sow salt, and then put on 
a coat of manure. 
Salt is not much of a 
fertilizer in itself, though plants take up, 
as you can tell by tasting, and by the stiff­ 
ening and glazing of straw of a plant 
grown in salted ground. 
I think it acts 
upon and assimilates the gross matter in 
th t soil, so as to make it available food. 
It should be in every garden.— Cor. London 
J[ort¡cultural Times.

H o w Col. Irish In tr o d u c e d a D r ea m a t 
th e E x p e n s e o f th e “ A r g o n a u t’s ” E d ito r . 
[Portland Oregonian.] 
T be m ost b rilliant roan in the last spike 
party was Col. Jo h n P. Irish, editor of the 
tian Francisco Alta. 
Besides being an able 
writer, a splendid speaker and a m ost genial 
roan, he is a tine story teller. 
H e has an 
inexhaustible fund of peisonai rem inis­ 
cences, m ostly political, and all brim ful of 
hum or, w hich he relates charm ingly, 
lie 
was the life of the party in th e car and in 
the num erous speech m akings. But a drop 
of bad blood sprung up between him and 
F ra n k M. I’ixley last Sunday. 
A t llose- 
burg th e crowd wanted to see the editor of 
tb e Argonaut. and called loudly for him . 
Pixley m ade a tirst-rate five-m inute speech, 
dw elling 
on 
the 
beauties 
o f 
O re­ 
gon 
and 
picturing 
the future 
Pacific 
em pire. 
H e closed with an appeal to his 
hearers to guard against the invasion of 
foreign bigotry, foreign crim e and foreign 
ignorance. T his was Pixley's first public 
utterance about his w ell-know n hobby. As 
the train was approaching Eugene som e 
one toid him that the State U niversity was 
located th e re ; and w hat does Pixley do, 
w hen the crowd called for him , but m ake a 
speech saying th at universities turned out 
im practical, useless m en, and generally 
condem ning 
universities. 
T his 
m ade 
Irish som ew hat angry, and at A lbany, in 
his address to the crowd, he took Pixley se­ 
verely to task. T hen Pixley got half-angry. 
After the train pulled out of A lbany, \V. H . 
Mills, 
C hairm an 
of 
the 
Executive 
Com mittee, 
told a supposititious dream 
at 
P ixley's expense, 
evoking hearty 
laughter. 
Irish 
said 
good-naturedly 
th at he intended to use M ills’ story to rid i­ 
cule Pixley the next tim e the latter re­ 
ferred to the R om an C hurch and its ad­ 
herents. 
A t 
Salem , M onday 
m orning, 
Pixley, as usual, was called for, and in a 
gentle way (for him ) advanced the views 
of his A m erican party. 
Then Irish was 
called for. 
H e said th at ever since the ex­ 
cursionists had entered Oregon, the bright 
sunshine, the sight of the hills, the m oun­ 
tains, tb e rivers, th e valleys aud the for­ 
ests. had filled everybody’s heart 
with 
gladness. 
T he blandishm ents of N ature 
had w arm ed th e souls of all, except his 
friend Pixley. 
Pixley alone was sad. 
H e 
could not help bu t see over the fair State of 
Oregon the shadow of the Pope's toe. 
T hen 
Irish 
repeated 
M ills’ 
story, as 
follows: 
'■ I had a dream last night. 
I dream t 
th at I went to hell. 
A winged m essenger 
of his Satanic m ajesty m ade his appearance 
from earth w ith th e news th at the people 
there were about to establish a governm ent 
founded on principie. 
They declared as 
the underlying principle of such govern­ 
m ent th at all m en were created free and 
equal. T hey actually proposed to have a 
governm ent founded’on hum anity. T u rn ­ 
ing to one of his im ps, the devil in great 
rage shouted : 
‘Bring m e m y h at and pot- 
m etal boots. 
I ’ve got to attend to th at case 
m yself.’ 
T he order was instantly obeyed, 
and as the devil was pulling 
on 
his 
boots 
a 
thought struck him , and he 
asked 
the 
m essenger: 
‘ W hat 
side 
does Pixley tak e?' 
‘Oh, he insists on an 
am endm ent excluding the Irish and the 
Jew s.’ 
K icking off his boot, the devil said 
to his im p : 
4 Fetch m e m y slippers : Pix- 
ley’s on our side.’ ” 
The shouts of laughter that w ent up 
from the crowd w hich filled the hall o f the 
H ouse of R epresentatives put Pixley in a 
bad fram e of m ind for his luncheon. 


A C o lu sa M u r d e re r C a p tu red . 
A dispatch from Colusa sa y s: 
M. N. D ixon, w ho m urdered W illiam 
H opkins on G rand Island on Novem ber 
27th, has been captured at Dallas, Haucock 
county, 111. 
To day Sheriff Beville dis­ 
patched an officer to th at place with the 
necessary papers to bring Dixon back. T he 
authorities are certain th at it is D ixon, as 
th at is w here he cam e from to California. 
T he circum stances of the crim e w ith which 
D ixon is charged are as follow s: 
On Sunday, N ovem ber 27th, a crowd of 
m en w ent from J. C. Frazer's ranch to the 
tow n of Grim es. 
W hile there they drank 
freely of w hisky. 
T hey started 
hom e 
tow ard evening, and w hile on their way 
they stopped at a neighboring store. 
H op­ 
kins, who was under the influence of liquor, 
bantered one of them for a fight. T his was 
not accepted, and w hen the ranch was 
finally reached R ufus Frazer, a laborer, re­ 
m arked that he was the only sober m an in 
the crowd, aud H opkins took offense at this 
and told Frazgr th at he was m istaken in 
very forcible language. 
W hile the quarrel was going on, D ixon 
walked up between the parties and pushed 
Ifopkins away, at the sam e tim e rem arking 
that he (H opkins) could no! h u rt a friend 
of his. 
H opkins then went to supper and thence 
to bed. 
About 10 o’clock that night H op­ 
kins aroused one of his com panions and 
told him that he had been stabbed and that 
Dixon did it w hen he pushed him away 
from Frazer. 
A n exam ination was had, w hen a large 
knife-w ound was found in his abdom en. 
Dr. Gibbons, of A rbuckle, w rt sum m oned 
and pronounced H opkins’ ' ound fatal, 
and on the Tuesday follow .,,g H opkins 
died. 
M eanw hile Dixon took a team be­ 
longing to J. C. Frazer and went to Boyer’s 
on G rand Island and borrowed $110 on it. 
He was seen on the W ednesday after the 
m urder on the ferry-boat crossing from 
San Francisco to O akland. 
T his was the 
last heard of him until the dispatch refer­ 
red to. 
T he G overnor offered $250, and 
the citizens of G rand Island $200 for his 
arrest. 
W illiam H opkins was a young m an, a 
native of Maine, and had been in Califor­ 
nia since last spring. 
D ixon has served a 
term in San Q uentin on a charge of assault 
w ith a deadly weapon w ith 
in ten t to 
m urder aud has long been considered a bad 
m an.

To-m orrow th e m en of California and 
Oregon will celebrate th e com pletion of a 
¡ work of m ore m agnitude th an m any people 
dream of. 
T he road betw een San F ra n ­ 
cisco and P ortland is at last completed, 
and the Southern Pacific C om pany now 
own a line continuous from the Colum bia 
river to San Diego. 
Two h undred m iles of 
th e northern end, from P ortland to Itose- 
burg, aud th e southern end, betw een Oak­ 
land and Redding, of the California and 
Oregon road were finished m any years ago, 
but there was a portage of two hundred 
and seventy-five m iles w hich was a m ost 
severe work. 
It not only taxed th e ability 
of the engineers to the'utm ost, b ut it was 
a gigautic work, quite as desperate and ex­ 
pensive as was the building o f the road 
over the Sierras via the D onner Lake 
route. 
T here were three or fonr turbulent 
rivers to cross and th e Siskiyou range 
to subdue, and that is a range that it was 
difficult at first to find a trail for a m ule 
across. T here are several heavy tunnels ; 
one alm ost equal in length to the one 
at th e sum m it beyond T ruckee; there 
were 
ttem endous 
cuts and filis lo be 
made, and we understand there is m ore 
trestle-w ork on the road than on the w hole 
Central Pacific. 
M uch of the grading has 
cost $75,000 per m ile—probably quite eighty 
m iles of the road has averaged th at am ount. 
B ut it was w orth the cost. 
Beyond the 
Sacram ento 
valley 
and th e m ountains 
Rogue river is reached, and it is as beauti­ 
ful and productive a valley as can be found 
anyw here; 
beyond it th e valley of the 
U m pqua is reached, and beyond that the 
W illam ette. 
T he m ountains have a w ealth 
of tim ber of alm ost inestim able value, and 
the road will m ake a near view of M ount 
Shasta possible to the traveler. T here is 
no grander m ountain in A m erica. The 
road either crosses or flanks the Sacra­ 
m ento, the McCloud (the prettiest river in 
A m erica), the 
Pit, M ount Shasta, the 
K lam ath, the Rogue, the U m pqua and 
W illam ette and m any others; it takes away 
the terrors of the C olum bia bar to travelers 
betw een the two great States; it will be a 
m ighty avenue of transportation for both 
freight aud passengers. 
T hree years ago 
the Central Pacific people, who owned the 
California and 
Oregon 
road, 
secured 
control of 
the Oregon and California, 
and now the link in th e chain is closed. 
The m en of the two States will celebrate 
to-morrow, and they have a right to, for it 
cannot but be a great factor in the progress 
of both. T he two States together can feed aud 
give em ploym ent to m any m illions of peo­ 
ple; to as m any as France can. 
Together, 
out in m idocean, they would, in a very few 
years, become of as m uch interest in the 
com m ercial world as th e U nited Kingdom 
now is. 
They have a greater area th an all 
the land of the R epublic that is drained di­ 
rectly into the A tlantic. 
T h at is, more 
than the States on the A tlantic seaboard 
from M aine to Georgia, and they possess 
infinitely greater natural elem ents of w ealth. 
T he men who, in forty years, have attacked 
and subdued that land, secured a civiliza­ 
tion as high and generous as exists any­ 
where, h iv e a rig h t to rejoice th at at last 
they arc joined together w ith a band of 
steel, and th at they are at last m ade inde­ 
pendent of ship and stagecoach in their 
intercom m unication. A shland,w here they 
will celebrate, is a beautiful little town 
that has grown up by itself 011 its native 
resources. 
It waited, and the locomotives 
cam e to it to kiss and m ake up—the link 
between th e great States.

A STORY OF THE 
WAR. 


H o w O’N e il A v e n g e d H i* R r o th e r ’* D e a th 
A fte r T en Y ear*. 
Away back in the fifties, when Yale 
men were still engaged in their rows with 
the firo laddies, and not on the best of 
terms with any of the New Haven popu­ 
lation, occurred that memorable riot, not 
the only one in the annals of Yale, 
that ended in th i killing of the leaders of 
the mob by the students. The story is 
short, of absorbing interest, and has often 
been told, but it had a sequel, not gener­ 
ally known, and 
as dramatic as the 
romances of recent fiction. 
During March, 1854, a pretty Irish 
actress (Mrs. Harry Grattan Plunkett) had 
been winning the hearts of the students at 
the old theater that was standing on the 
corner of Chapel 
and Church streets. 
One night, when quite a crowd of Seniors 
were occupying the front rows, an Irish 
jig dancer had been re¡>eatedly encored by 
a zealous claque of his countrymen in the 
hack seats. The students, anxious for the 
play to proceed, and for the reappearance 
of their goddess, vented their impatience 
with hisses. 
Instantly there was had 
blood between town 
and 
gown. The 
crowd in the rear became insolent, and 
when at last the performance was over, 
warned the students never to enter the 
place again. 
Next evening, however, fifty or sixty 
students assembled at the theater and sat 
the performance through. Towards the 
end of the evening an alarm of fire was 
rung, and presently the Chief of Police 
c.tme in to inform the students that thev 
would have to fight their way back to the 
collage through the threatening crowd 
that had gathered. The crisis had come. 
The townies had formed a solid column of 
twos, with locked arms, anil tilled up the 
west side of Chapel street, having on the 
left the protection of the houses, and on 
the right the hooting multitude. 
Sud­ 
denly, despite the etihrts of the police, a 
shower of stones and bricks descended upon 
the marching body of students. Steadily 
they kept on, carrying their wounded and 
defiantly singing a college song. 
Next to the end of the column figured 
Jim Haines, of Tennessee, with Ilarry 
Howland on his left. The rear guard was 
Jack Sims, of Mississippi, and these two 
men of the South, Seniors both, had fight 
after fight with one and another of the 
mob, whose leader was the powerful O’Neil, 
the cause of the trouble the night before. 
Improving the opportunity when Sims was 
engaged with same one else, O’Neil grap­ 
pled with him, clutched his throat with 
one brawny hand, and struck him on the 
head with a brick in the other. 
In the 
struggle that followed the Mississippian 
cried out that he would kill his assailant 
if he were not released. O’Neil's rcplv 
was a tightening of the grip upon his 
throat and Sim's knew that he was being 
choked to death in that ghastly encounter. 
Left behind hv the rest of the column, 
unable to call out, surrounded by the 
enemy, and feeling that his life would 
soon he gone, what could Sims do ? Quick 
as a flash lie drew a long dagger and 
stabbed O'Neil to the heart. The Irish­ 
man fell dead. Staggered by the loss of 
their leader, the mob retired from the at­ 
tack and the students were safe upon the 
campus. 
That night the rioters raged 
unceasingly, demanding a victim for ven­ 
geance, and it was only by tbe use of the 
greatest prudence then and’ for succeeding 
days that the authorities and students 
prevented a renewal of hostilities. 
But the Mississipiatt, what of him? He 
had escaped on the moment, hut in the 
struggle he had lost his hat, in which his 
name was written. As soon as possible 
afterward he left college and returned to 
the South. Every one had justified what 
he had done; it was shown to be a clear 
case of self-defense, and it was said that 
the Faculty gave him his degree when his 
class graduated. 
Seven years afterward the war lietweeu 
the States began, and North and South 
confronted one another in arms. General 
Raines was killed in the battle of Mur­ 
freesboro, commanding a Tennessee bri­ 
gade; Major Sims, the hero of the college 
affray, in a famous Mississippi regiment, 
which had enrolled a number of Yale 
graduates, fought unhurt through all the 
campaigns of the Army of Northern Vir­ 
ginia, until at the end of 1804, when dark­ 
ness had stopped the last battle between 
Sheridan and Early, lie stood with his 
comrades beside a camp-fire discussing the 
incidents of the day. Presently one of 
them recalled an adventure of their youth­ 
ful days, and something elicited from the 
Major a recital of his own part in that 
riot at Yale in 1854. 
A New Haven towny, a member of a 
Federal battery, beside his gnn. a quarter 
of a mile away, was ordered to try lii- aim 
at that campfire, and as a chance would 
have it, the first attempt dropped a round 
shot there with such precision as to tako 
Jack Sims’ head from his shoulders ss, 
clean as though it had bec-n cut off by a 
guillotine. Strange as it may seem, the 
man who aimed the fatal shot was the 
brother of the man Jack killed irtthe eol- 
lege row ten years before. Thus, without 
j knowing it. was O’Neil’s death avenged. 
I The romantic part of the storv came to 


T h e P r e s id e n t’s C o a ch m an .—Albert 
Hawkins, a muscular negro, born a slave 
in Annie Arundel county, Maryland, in 
his boyhood and youth was quite a local 
celebrity of the racing and fashionable 
stables. Soon after the war General Grant 
heard of his skill with horses. 
He sent 
for him and put him in charge of the 
stables. 
When he became President he 
put him in charge of the stables of the 
Executive Mansion. 
President Grant al­ 
ways kept ten or twelve horses, generally 
blooded anil spirited. 
Upon one occasion 
while driving to attend a requiem mass to 
King A ictor Emmanuel under the auspices 
of the Italian Legation, his four high- 
strung horses took fright and dashed away 
at a break-neck speed. 
Alliert’s strength 
was not sufficient to check them. W ith 
his accustomed coolness he ran them into 
the swinging chains around the nearest 
park, M'hich gave the President and those 
with him time to alight. The coachman, 
gathering up his reins, extricated the 
horses from their dilemma, and once more 
getting them on the street, gave them an 
overhauling which put a quietus upon 
their disposition to get away. Albert lias 
been the coachman of every new Presi­ 
dent since, and has an interesting collec­ 
tion ot autograph letters testifying to his 
skill and coloness in managing horse-flesh.
